Japan build the program which she 
has projected but not authorized, the 
ratio in America's favor would de- 
crease to that of one and a quarter 
to one.

Washington.—At thc call of the Un- 


ited States, a world disarmament con- 
ference could be arranged in Washing- 
ton within sixty days. General Tasker 
H. Bliss today told the house naval 
affairs committee. 


Bliss, who was American military 


adviser at the peace conference and 
former army chief of staff, declared 
that such a conference would bring 
results.

BUILDING 


The Federal Trade coinims.>icn h.* sub- 


mitted a report to congress which charges 
price fixing in the lumber industry. Co- 
incident with the presentation of this re- 
port Ls an announcement from the depart- 
ment of justice that an investigation of 
the building situation throughout the 
United States is under way. It is also 
stated that in case violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law are disclosed vigorous 
prosecutions will follow. 


Building conditions generally have been 


brought to the attention of the govern- 
ment by exposures of the Lockwood com- 
mittee which is investigating a building 
combine of colossal proportions in New 
York City. This inquiry has revealed the 
most 
high-handed 
agreements 
among 


building material and similar interests as 
•B-ell as secret understandings between 
certain labor factions and contractors, all 
tending to restrict building operations 
and keep up prices. Ramifications of this 
combine in New York are so extenisve And 
complete that no building of any kind can 
be undertaken without the consent and ex- 
cept under the dictation of a ring which 
absolutely fixes prices and levies heavy 
tribute upon every investor in real estate 
improvements. 


According to the Federal Trade commis- 


sion there is evidence of combination 
•which seeks to 'arbitrarily control build- 
ing and prices in Chicago and central 
western territory. 
There is nothing in 


this to indicate that it is of the corrupt 
and vieions character of the organization 


• in New York, and yet the Federal Trade 


commission makes serious accusations of 
price fixings and allocation of business. 
So far as the information given to the pub- 
lic goes operations in Chicago and the west, 
are confined principally to the lumber in- 
dustry. Whether these practices extend 
out into the country generally is not re- 
.vealed, but this is a question which the 
department of justice is apparently setting 
out to determine. 


The building situation throughout the 


United States is one which demands relief 
from all hostile influences. There has 
never been a time in the history of the 
United States when there was so much 
need of building as there is today. Outside 
of purely industrial expansions caused by 
the necessities of war and invited by the 
disposition of surpluses to avoid or reduce 
taxation, there has been no construction 
to speak of for the last several years. Every 
city and town is suffering from a dearth 


••' of houses. Innumerable improvements of 


a civic, public or private character have 
been postponed because of excessive costs. 


The holding up of construction through- 


out the country has inflicted very smcii- 
oonsi-qucnces. It has stood in the way of 
the growth and development of many 
cities, and it has helped to slow up pro- 
duction to the point of industrial depres- 
sion. Natural conditions alone are enough 
to make building expensive at the best, al- 
though not so expensive as to prevent a 
general revival of construction, but if ar- 
bitrary influences are at work to make 
costs prohibitive it is of vital concern to 
the government and the people. It will b<" 
well to havp the fa«'ts with th» utmost 
spr-cd. The building season is at hand and

MR. HARD ING'S GOOD JUDGMENT 


The action of President-elect Harding 


asking that the plans for an elaborate in- 
augural celebration involving an expendi- 
ture of $50.Out) be abandoned will meet 
with the approval of the American people. 
It is an added recommendation of his fit- 
ness for the great office to which he has 
been elected that Mr. -Harding prefers sim- 
plicity rather than ostentation at the qua- 
drennial event which marks the change of 
national administration. While the Amer- 
ican public is always ready to enjoy and * 
applaud the spectacular, nevertheless its 
preference is for quiet dignity rather 
than pomp and show. It will like a man 
better whose conception of the presidency 
is gauged by this standard than one who 
prefers to have thing^done in a blaze of 
glory. 


There would be ample excuse for mak- 


ing the inauguration an occasion of cele- 
bration from the political standpoint, and 
while the president-elect has of course 
grateful appreciation of the desires of his 
party to signalize his entrance into the 
White House with a notable demonstration, 
it will nevertheless strike most persons 
that he has exhibited good judgment as 
well as taste in declining to be thus hon- 
ored. There is a phase of the matter which 
perhaps did not occur to the committee 
which had the inaugural arrangements in 
charge, but which has not escaped Mr. 
Harding, and that is the propriety of 
spending a large sum on the ceremony at 
this particular time when the country is 
undergoing readjustment at consfderable 
sacrifice and cost. 
The president-elect 


calls attention to this when he says "It is 
timely and wholesome to practice the ut- 
ter denial of public expenditures where 
there is no real necessity1, and it will be a 
wholesome example of economy and thrift 
if we save the many, many thousand dol- 
lars which the inaugural celebration will 
call from the private purse of those attend- 
ing."
